H o u s p Appropriations Com mittee 
today ignored P resident 
Eisen­ 
how er’s pleas and voted to cut 
his foreign aid program 
$809,- 
650.000. 
The appropriation m easure was 
scheduled to go before the House 
for a vote on passage later today. 
The bill carries $3,191,810,000 in­ 
cluding $2,524,760,000 in new cash 
and 
$667,050,000 
reappropriated 
from unspent funds voted in pre- 
vous years. 


Eisenhower said W ednesday that 
substantial cuts in money for the 
foreign aid program would force 
him to call Congress back into 
special session next fall. Despite 
this warning a House subcom m it­ 
tee voted the $809,650,000 cash re­ 
duction. 
About an hour before the full 50- 
m em ber A ppropriations Commit­ 
tee acted on the bill today, the 
President in a new White House 
statem ent said the cut m ight ser­ 
iously ham per “ the best interests 
of the United S tates.” 


But the group nevertheless ap­ 
proved the cut with the declara­ 
tion that the am ount voted would 
be enough for the purpose of keep­ 
ing U.S. allies m ilitary and eco­ 
nomically strong. 


The com m ittee slashed $862,100,- 
000 from Eisenhower’s requests 
for new funds, but then voted to 
give him $52,450,000 m ore of the 
unspend funds than the $614,600,- 
000 tre requested. 


White 
House P ress Secretary 
Jam es C. Hagerty said Eisenhow­ 
er was “ gravely concerned” by 
the subcom m ittee cuts and hoped 
that 
final 
action 
by 
Congress 
would restore the foreign aid pro­ 
gram to the $3,367,000,000 total in 
the m utual security authorization 
bin he signed W ednesday. 
The subcom m ittee, reporting out 
a follow-up bill to provide actual 
cash for the aid program , reduced 
the total to $2,525,000,000. 
To back up his feelings in the 
m atter, the President sent his full 
congressional liaison staff to Cap­ 
itol Hill this m orning in an effort 
to repair what he considered to be 
severe dam age to the aid bill. 
If he loses the fight now, he 
has threatened to call Congress 
back into special session this fall 
to try again.
